4. On the basis of points of reference made by the 
Goa State Co -op . Bank Ltd., Panaji , an inquiry under 
Section 83 ( 1 ) of the said Act read with Rule 68 of the 
said Rules was conducted into the affairs of the society 
by the Sr. Inspector of this office , whereby he has noticed 
that the society has not issued sanction letters with 
terms and conditions to the borrowers. Further, as per 
bye - law No. 47 the maximum loan which could be 
sanctioned to an individual member is Rs. 50,000 / -. 
However , in many cases the society has violated the 
provisions of said bye - law and sanctioned loan above 
the prescribed limit which proves that the affairs of the 
society are not being managed in accordance with the 
provisions of Act, Rules and Bye -laws of the society 
which is considered as a serious lapse on the part of the 
management and thus liable for action .

5. As regards to the maintenance of liquidity ratio is 
concerned , it is observed that the society has violated 
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the instructions issued by the Registrar of Co - op . 
Societies from time to time and the present liquidity 
ratio maintained by the society. is shortfall by 
R $. 32,567 /-. Moreover, no N. P. A. provisions as desired 
under statutory norms have been applied to create 
necessary debt reserved by the society against such 
loan cases . 


10. In terms of the bye -law No. 38 (6 ), it was expected 
from the Secretary and the Managing Committee of the 
society to take timely action against the defaulters by 
filling the arbitration cases under Section 91 of the 
Maharashtra Co -operative Societies Act, 1960 as in force 
in the State of Goa . However, in the case , it is observed 
that the Secretary and the Managing Committee has not 
bothered to initiate any action against the defaulters 
and as a result of which loan amount have become 
overdue. Moreover, on verification of certain loan files 
the inquiry officer has observed that many serious 
observations have been made as regards to the loan 
documentation and management has been found 
negligent in discharging their duties while obtaining 
the loan documents . 


6. On verification of some of the salary vouchers , it 
was observed that the salary which is being paid to the 
Secretary to the tune of Rs. 11,500 /- per month is highly 
exhorbitant in relation to the work being carried out by 
him . Moreover, the pay scale which has been given to 
him by the managing committee is required to be got 
approved from the competent authority which has not 
been done in the instant case . The payment of such a 
high salary is a great financial burden on the exchequer 
of the society . Further an yearly increment of 
Rs. 1,000 / - is being offered to the Secretary w.e.f. 
1-4-1999 , which does not suit the existing norms of 
fitments of such scales of pay , anywhere . 


7. Shri Babli S. Naik , Chairman of the society has 
availed loan of Rs. 20,000 from the society in the year 
July , 1995 and was required to repay the same by July 
1998. However , on account of non -repayment of said 
loan amount , the loan has become totally overdue and 
the amount of overdue nuns to Rs. 44,925 / -. So also Mr. 
Amresh Naik , member of Managing Committee has 
availed loan ofRs. 50,000 / - in the year 1997 and the loan 
account is running overdue to the extent of 
Rs. 10,501/- Further, the Secretary of the society has also 
availed loan to the tune of Rs. 11,000 /- in the year 1997 
and his loan account is running overdue to the extent 
of Rs. 15,303 /- due to non -repayment of the same. 
Therefore , as per bye -law No. 35 (4 ) of the bye -laws of the 
society and provision of Rule 55 of the Co- op . Societies, 
Rules , 1962, these members shall be deemed to have 
vacated their office even before the expiry of the normal 
terms. However they continue on the Managing 
Committee illegally and without any moral ground . 


11. Based on the enquiry report submitted by Asstt. 
Registrar of Co -op . Societies, South Zone, Margao dated 
19-4-2002 to the undersigned and after considering the 
said inquiry report and satisfying himself about the facts 
and figures reported in the said report , a show cause 
notice dated 12-7-2002 in terms of provisions of sub 
section ( 1 ) of Section 78 of the said Act and Rule 61 of 
the said Rule was served to all the members of the 
Managing Committee to show cause , in writing within 
the stipulated period mentioned therein from the date of 
issue of the notice, as to why, the present Managing 
Committee should not be removed from the office and an 
Administrator or Committee of Administrators be 
appointed in their place to manage the affairs of the 
society. All the members on the Managing Committee 
were also called upon to appear before the undersigned 
for personal hearing which was fixed on 2-8-02 at 4-00 
p . m , and subsequently adjourned to 9-8-02 with a view 
to give ample opportunity to the parties concerned of 
being heard of all the persons concerned fully and to 
provide them natural justice. 


8. From the loan outstanding statement as on 
31-3-2002 it is observed that the society has advanced 
loan to the tune of Rs. 47,89,880 / - and as on 31-3-2002 
Rs. 53,19,416 / - are outstanding and of which an amount 
of Rs. 50,53,538 / - is overdue and the percentage of the 
same works out to 95 % . 


12. Accordingly , the Managing Committee members 
have submitted their written replies , Shri Vithobha M. 
Desai member of the Managing Committee have 
submitted a copy of his resignation letter. Shri Amaresh 
Naik in his reply has informed that the amount shown 
outstanding against his account was cleared by him 
prior to receipt of showcause notice. Further , he has 
informed that he has tendered his resignation vide his 
letter dated 17-7-2002 and he has no objection for 
appointment of an Administrator. Smt. Sheela Pednekar , 
Shri Amirchandra Vernekar and Shri Shaikh Jalal have 
requested to allow them two months time to reply . Rule 
69 (2 ) of the said Rules does not provide grant of 
extension for furnishing of reply . However these 
members have failed to submit their reply in the matter. 
Shri Guruprasad Ghate, has informed that he has 
resigned from the Managing Committee. However, he 
feels that the Managing Committee under the present 
Chairman should be given sufficient opportunity to
